In recent mondis. the council has been 
encouraging the Dillsbuig Police 
Department to reduce overtime hours At 
the l'ucsdav meeting. Mayor Bostic oiul 
Officer Carlos Trump explained to council 
that several circumstances has caused the 
overtime hours to rise this month 

‘In the las> week or ao, (die department) 
has been very, very busy with all kinds of 
infractions in the Borough and in Franklin 
Township," Bostic reported 

Later, OITioci Trump elaborated on the 
Mayor’s comment. 

’Nothing out -of-lhe ordinary has 
happened here." he assured. However, the 
department has been extremely busy, which 
«typical in the summertime, he added.

"York County has a bad system for its 
on-call court, " he sard ’’It gives the 
officers very little notice," He told the 
council.

In other police department matters, the 
council agreed to purchase bullet proof vests 
and earners for Officers La Porta and 
Magee, as well ss covers fur die vests 
currently used by Officers Carlos Trump 
and Dean Trump The purchase is 
conditional to all officers signing waiver 
forms as to whether or not they agree to 
wear die vests. 

"It’s not a question of whether or not 
we’re going to buy dtc vests Wc want 
those liability forms signed as to whether or 
not they arc going to wear the vests," 
Councilman John Shambaugh explained. 

In a police deparunem personnel mailer, 
the council approved Jonadun Emig, a 
32-year-old Criminal Justice siudcni ai 
HACC. to enroll in a police cadcl program 
in the borough, upon approval of the 
department. 

With Chief Glenn Smith out of town due 
to a dcaih in die family, the department has 
yet to review the candidate’s references, the 
mayor said.Plans to discuss the 
regionalization of local police forces art on 
hold until Carroll Township selects two 
individuals to men with Dillsburg s mayor 
and himself. Council Prcsidcni John 
Creavcv said. 

In other business, the council accepted 
the resignation of James Weary, sewer 
ircatmcm plant operator, effective July 7. It 
also agreed to advertise for a person to fill 
(hat vacant position. 

In an unusual action, the council voted to 
transfer the deed to a small strip of land 
along Chestnut Street hack to Larry 
Cockiin 

Earlier this year. Cocklm had "given" the 
borough the deed to a small, grasiv plot 
across the street from the funeral home
